The Georgia legislature has not 
only enacted a law that makes 
the sanitarium a free-for-all dump- 
ing institution, but it has withheld 
proper support, and has failed to 
provide sufficient equipment for the 
care of the patients. 

An important building, started 
some years ago, has been left to 
the mercy of the elements even 
without windows and doors, and the 
assembly has steadfastly failed to 
provide for its completion. 

The state is to blame for the con- 
ditions at Milledgeville, and for the 
necessity of some of the larger 
counties holding insane wards in 
their penal institutions—a practice 
that is disgraceful—by reason of the 
law, and not any dereliction of 
duty on the part of.county or insti- 
tutional officials. 


THE ASSEMBLY UNWIELDY. 


The communication from Judge 
J. S..Montgomery, former ordinary 
of Thomas county, published else- 
where, strikes the nail on the head 
when he says the trouble with the 
legislature is that it is too large and 
unwieldy. 

That was demonstrated several 
times during the recent session, 
when it was found impossible to get 
a two-thirds majority of the house 
membership on the floor, to vote 
upon proposed constitutional amend- 
ments, the restless members in so 
large a body thus breaking into the 
proper transaction of business with- 
out realizing what their absence 
meant. 

It was illustrated when the amend- 

ment of Mr. Mundy, of Polk, to the 
tax bill was first carried, then re- 
considered and on a second vote lost 
by default. 
It was illustrated when the road 
bond issue bill came over from the 
senate, and found less than the re- 
quired 138 members on the floor, 
thus assuring its defeat even if every 
member present had favored it. 


The house, with its 206 members 
and lax rules as to congesting the 
floors with visitors, is nearly always 
in a condition of disorder and it is 
no reflection upon a speaker, where 
such congestion and confusion ex- 
ists, that he cannot always maintain 
order. 
It is sate to say 10 per cent of 
the members who vote on any aye 
and nay measure, requiring a ma- 
jority of a quorum, do not know for 
what they are voting, and frequent- 
ly they vote both ways on the same 
proposition. 

Such a condition necessarily low- 
ers morale, and impairs efficiency. 

The trouble with the legislature 
in Georgia began when it began to 
indiscriminately add new counties— 
a habit that has run riot for the past 
few years, with an end not in sight. 
The house has beeh increased in 
personnel membership every year 
since the practice began until now 
it is unwieldy—at times wild—and 
seldom calm and deliberate and or- 
derly. 
The condition is deplorable, and 
the suggestion of Judge Montgom- 
ery that a determined.effort to re- 
construct the ‘size of the assembly 
personnel downward is a-good one, 
and ought to take root. 


WHY SO MUCH CRIME? 

The cri wave continues to 
sweep over the country, and a fea- 
ture that is almost as deplorable as 
the crimes is the almost inevitable 
‘“‘woman in the case.” 

The papers are full of ‘“‘shattered 
romances,” in which numbers of in- 
nocent people are always made to 
suffer. ‘Shattered romances” usu- 
ally mean shattered lives, and all too 
much mean bloodshe. and the se- 
quences that are- worse. 

Much of this condition has been 
cultivated. There is no mistaking 
the fact that lawlessness in this 
country, at its crest since the reac- 
tion from the strain of war, has 
been accentuated by the mawkish- 
ness of American sentiment—a sen- 
timent that women have too fre- 
quently encouraged, if not engen- 
dered. 

The lack of adequate if not prop- 
er parental restraint has laid the 
groundwork for more crime than 
anything else. 

Young women have unwittingly 
permitted themselves to become the 
incentive for crame—and young: 
men, whose lives might have been 
useful, have robbed and murdered 
for them, or have committed other 
crimes, inexcusable by the law even 
if condoned by society. 

Any close reader of the news- 
papers will observe that there is not 
as much of the old-time “‘profession- 
al crime’”’ being perpetrated. The 
columns are not full of crimes 
against property as they used to be. 
The bandit and the yeggman are 
rapidly passing. One can travel, as 
a rule, with here and there an ex- 
ception, without fear of the train 
robber. 

On the other hand social crimes, 
culininating in murder and suicide, 
and in scandal, fill the columns, and 


| sometimes fill the jails. Then what 


happens? The offender is usually 
made a half hero and a full martyr. 

There is too much laxity of home 
restraint; too much invitation for 
wrong before wrong has been perpe- 
trated, and too much maudlin senti- 
ment for the offender after the 
wrong. 

As long as such conditions swing 
along as a popular wave just so long 
will a wave of crime—pariggilarly

Signs of Diseased Torsils. 

In a remarkable study of five thou- 
sand children before and a year after 
removal of their tonsils, which 1 shall 
refer to in greater detail in a subse- 
quent talk, Dr. Albert D. Kaiser, of 
Rochester, N. Y., groups the children 
thus: 

1. Children who had definitely en- 
larged tonsils with clinical evidence 
of infection, 3,633, 73 per ent. 

2. Children who hed enlarged toy 
sils without clinical evidence of in- 
fection, 175, 3.5 per cent. 

3. Children whose tonsils appear- 
ed normal yet presented to the phy- 
sician evidence of infection, 1,142, 
22.5 per cent. 

4. Children with tonsils of normal 
appearance and no evidence of infec- 
tion, 50, 1 per cent. 

“Evidence of infection” means that 
when examined by the physician or 
throat specialist the tonsils were 
found to be diseased germs. ~ 

Another table given m Ur. Kaiser's 
report shows the complaints previous 
to operation in the 0,000 children with 
diseased tonsils: 

“I. Mouth breather, 3,587, 72 per 
cent, 

2. Frequent sort throat, 2,870, 57 
per cent. 

3. Frequent colds, 2,509, 46 per 
cent. 

4. Enlarged Iymph nodes in neck, 
2,182, 43 per cent. 

5. Ear trouble, 1,181, 22 per cent. 

6. Frequent attacks of fever, 423, 
9 per cent. 

7. Joint pains (‘growing pains’’), 
200, 4 per cent. 

The “frequent sore. throat’ and 
“frequent colds’” mean that a child 
with diseased tonsils is much more 
susceptible to any and all of the res- 
spiratory infections, including such 
diseases as diphtheria, searlet fever, 
measles, pneumonia, meningitis and in- 
fantile paralysis, than is a child with 
normal tonsils or a child who has had 
diseased tonsils removed. 

The “growing pains” mean that a 

child with diseased tonsils is much 
more susceptible to joint disease, for 
instance acute infectious § arthritis 
(variously called acute articular rheu- 
matism, rheumatic fever, inflamma- 
tory rheumatism and multiple arthri- 
tis), and to the complication of endo- 
earditis or valvular heart disease 
which so frequently occurs, than 1s a 
child with healthy tonsils or a child 
whose diseased tonsils have been re- 
moved. “Growing pains” generally sig- 
nify systemic absorption of septic or 
poisonous matter from a septic focus 
or depot of infectfon (nest of disease 
germs) in the _ tonsils. Remember 
that a child’s tonsils may harbor such 
[a septic focus or several foci yet ap- 
pear healthy to the ordinary observer. 
A child’s tonsils may be the source of 
serious systemic disease yet not be en- 
larged. A child’s tonsils may appear 
enlarged yet not cause any injairy to 
the child’s general health or develop- 
ment. Finally, a child’s tonsils may 
be neither enlarged nor infected (dis- 
eee’) in any way, yet the child may 
uffer from mouth breathing, due to 
the obstruction of the nasal breathing 
route by a very large adenoid body, 
which is practically a third tonsil sit- 
uated up out of casual sight behind 
the soft palate on the roof of the 
pharynx or throat. 

“Ear trouble’ means not merely 
earache, but running ear and deaf- 
ness. The usual cause of earache, dis- 
charging ear or deafness in children 
is some nose or throat condition, sucb 
as diseased tonsils or adenoids. But 
remember that 1,413 of these children 
who suffered from diseased tonsils 
were not mouth breathers.

Too Large and Unwieldy 


Editor Constitution: The criticisms of 
the recent session of the legislature are 
numerous and severe. It seems that the 
recent session was a mussing up of things 
from start to finish. 

I am reminded of a story I read a long 
time ago, when ocean transportation was 
largely by huge sailing vessels. One of these 
grea. vessels was blown ashore on the At- 
lantic and wrecked at a barren place. One 
of the crew, an Irishman, found himself 
without a job, and without money, so he 
deciced he must have work: he took to the 
woods until he came upon a farm house and 


appealed to the owner of the farm for a 
job, stating that he could do anv kind of 
work any other man coyld do. The farmer 


The law (section 1578 of tbe code) gives 


the board of trustees of the sanitarium full 
to remand the harmless and in- 


fuse to co-operate; so we are helpless in the 
matter, and can only refuse to take acute 
eases unless they take harmless cases in ex- 
change. For this we have been severely 
censured, 

We have been forced to take the above 
steps in order to relieve the overcrowded 
condition of the sanitarium and becanse our 
appropriation is not sufficient to properly 
care for the inmates under our care. The 
eanitarium costs the state of Georgia 65 
cents per day per patient. The government 
hospital at Washington costs $2.60 per day, 
and the bndget committee does not con- 
sider this sufficient. Charity patients in 
ih« city hospital in Macon cost $2.70 per 
day. and TI haven't any donbt but that 
Sheriff Lowr7z gets more per day for simply 
feeding his prisoners than the sanitarium 
gets for nursing, food, clothing and medical 
attention. 

Quite a nhmber of the patients we have 
sent homé under the section above referred 
to have simply been placed {fn Jaf! tn their 
respective counties and kept there. Three 
white females have been confined in Macon 
jail for several months {sent from the sani- 
tarinum as harmless and inoffensive). and 
a young imbe¢eile girl was kept in Fulton 
county jail until the snperintendent. out of 
pure humanity, allowed Mr. Stallings to re- 
turn her to the sanitarium, though she was 
as thoroughly harmiess as one could be. 

The sanitarium is first cendemned for not 
serding this class of patients home, and 
then more severely censured for sending 
them back and having them placed in jail 
by the county anthorities.

Gives His View on 
“The Matter With Ga.” 


Editor Constitution: ‘‘What is the matter 
with Georgia?’’ you ask. Every citizen 
of the state ought to propound the same 
question to himself, and then honestly seek 
the answer. 

Two things particularly are the matter: 

First, the state’s fiscal sytem is far from 
being on a sound basis. Second, We seem 
|} to have no power to compel a legislature 
| elected by the votes of the people to per- 
| form the state’s business in a businesslike 
| manner. 

But there are adequate remedies for both 
these troubles. Some days ago the writer 
' discussed in the columns of The Constitu- 
tion a complete solution of the first prob- 
_lem; namely, retaining the ad valorem sys- 
| tem, but assessing all property ‘‘at its 
, true.cash value.’ That would so quickly 
_equalize taxation burdens, bring all prop- 
erty fairly upon the digests, and meet every 

financial need of the estate of Georgia, as 
| to surprise those who have not carefully 
studied the system advocated. 

I: order to avoid the travesties upon 
legislative sessions, such as we have just 
witnessed, there fs also an effective rem- 
edy. First, of course, the right kind of 
/men ought to be elected from every county 
of the state, and from every senatorial 
distict. ‘ 

Having elected the right kind of senators 
and representatives—men who willl do more 
than merely play politics while the state's 
interests grievously suffer—amend the con- 
stitution so as to provide ‘split sessions’’ 
of the legislature biennially. 

This is what is meant by ‘‘split ses- 
sions:"’ Let the legislature convene every 
two years, first for a brief period, per- 
haps not more than 15.days. During this 
part of the session, have no business trans- 
acted except the introduction of bills. Then 
_beve both houses take a recess for 20 days. 

During this 30 days’ recess, let the state 
publish, both through the newspapers and 
_pimphiet form, every bill that haa been 
, introduced, together with a brief introduc- 
tory digest of each measure for the quick 
comprehepsion of the busy reader, 

Every legislator will be Back at home 
among his constitutents while the people 
are thus informed accurately concerning 
proposed laws. Hie can thus quickly learn 
what every honest legislator wants to find 
ont, pamely, the will of the peeple con- 
/ cerning contemplated legislation.

After Clemency

Albany, Ga., August 23.—(Spe 
cial.)—Not even the realization that 
executive clemency has saved him 
from the gallows has sufficed to make 
Glenn Moore Hudson talkative. 

That he is grateful, that for the 
first time in more than a year he 
can think with assurance of years of 
life ahead, that his prayers have been 
answered—one gets the impression 
that these ideas are uppermost in his 
mind as he tries to talk. 

But somehow words always seem 
to fail Glenn Hudson. He _ cannot 
~ his thoughts into spoker. English. 
2ven when he took the stand near 
the close of his trial for the murder 
of his two little stepsons he stumbled 
through two or three sentences of a 
statement he evidently intended to 
make then faltered, stammered and 
finally stopped. And he did not 
proceed. 

And now that he knows. he will 
not be hanged, Hudson tries to ex- 
press his feeling, but it seems he can- 
not. He says something about “an- 
swer to prayer,” quotes something that 
sounds like scripture but f&n’t, then 
looks through the barred wndows of 
his cell into the August runshine as 
if wondering whether he is really to 
feel its warmth again. 

That Hudson realizes his good for- 
tune is shown clearly in his face, 
even though speech fails him. 

He is ready to begin his life sen- 
tence as soon as a prison guard comes 
for him, though he may remain in 
jail here for several days longer. He 
probably will give little trouble to hia 
keepers, and it is practically certai 
he will be the quietest convict a 
the prison- farm or wherever he is 
sent. unless there are dumb men 
among his companions.

NAMES OF BANKS 
WITH HIGH RATES 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, August 23.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Under a res- 
olution unanimously reported to the 
senate today, the federal reserve 
board is called upon to obtain from 
the reserve banks at Atlania, Dallas 
and Kansas City statements showing 
where and what member banks high 
rates of interest have been charged. 
The resolution sets forth that from 
10 per cent to 871-2 per cent interest 
was exacted by member banks, and 
it is requested that the names of the 
banks, their capital and surpius, loca- 
tion, rate and the amount of interest 
charged be furnished. The resolution 
further asks whether federal reserve 
banks have refunded to member banks 
the amount of interest exacted in ex- 
cess of 10 per cent per annum on 
each loan upon which such interest 
was charged.

successor to himself, his confirmation 
will be fought to the bitter end by 
Senator Heflin, Alabama, and the 
home state of Governor Harding. 
The Alabama senator will be joined 
by members of the farm bloc, headed 
by Senator Capper, Kansas, who 
wants President Harding to appoint 
persons affiliated with the agricul- 
tural interest to the two vacancies. 
One of the openings already  as- 
sured of going to a_ representative 
of this group, the chief executive 
having expressed his intention to do 
this when the office was created. 
Heflin’s Personal Dislike. 

The opposition of Senator Heflin 
is described to his personal dislike 
to the board, and at the same time 
he has been chief critic of the 
board's deflation policy, having made 
more than a score of speeches on the 
subject during the present session. 
The attitude of Senator Underwood, 
aleo from Alabama, has not been ful- 
ly determined. It is said that he will 
support Governor Harding’s confir- 
mation if sent to the senateg but 
whether he has taken any active part 
in urging his nomination is not 
known. 

Much criticism has been heard in 
certain circles over the president's 
delay in making some announcement 
concerning the two vacancies, Sever- 
al months have passed since the ad- 
ditional office was created and no 
appointment has been made. The 
Harding reappointment may be said 
to have been hanging fire for almost 
an equal length of time, as both op- 
position and indorsements have been 
in the process of development for 
some time, pending the expiration of 
his term recently. 

It is charged in view of this that 
the president has already reached 
same decision in the matter with an 
announcement forthcoming imme- 
diately after August 9. There has 
been some inclination to attribute the 
delay to politics, based upon the ap- 
proaching national elections. 

Capitol gossip has it that either 
Eugene Myer, Jr., head of the war 
finance corporation. or Comptroller of 
the Currency D. R. Crissinger will 
receive the nomination ‘f Harding 18 
not reappointed. Both of the latter 
officials are closely connected with 
the administration, while the Ilaiter 
is from Ohio and a personal friend 
of the president.

‘NO ARREST YET 
IN STRIKE CASE 


Delay Is Due, According 
to District Attorney, to 
Absence of Judge Sibley 

and U. S. Commissioner. 


With both Federal Judge Samuel 
Hi. Sibley and United States Commis- 
sicner Colquitt Carter, the only two 
local federal officers empowered with 


authority to issue warrants, out of the 
city Wednesday, arrests predicted by 
federal officers investigating the rail- 
way strike discords occurring Monday 
morning in which 10 negro employees 
of the Southern railway were severe- 
ly beaten, and one shot, were not 
made, although the investigators claim 
to have evidence disclosing the iden- 
tity of the ring-leaders in the out- 
break. . 

Clint W. Hager, United States dis- 
trict attorney, who, with officals of 
the department of justice and mar- 
shal’s office, has conducted the in- 
vestigation since Monday, refused to 
divulge information concerning the 
evidence, declaring this would not be 
dire until the striking violators re- 
sponsible for the attuck on the ne- 
groes were actually in custody. 

Wait on Return. 

‘We confidently expect to fix re- 
sponsibility on persons guilty of the 
outrage,” declared Mr. Hager. “How- 
ever, there will be no arrests until 
Judge Sibley or Commissioner Car- 
ter, both of whom are out of the 
city, return.” 

Wednesday's developments in the 
investigation were withheld by the dis- 
trict attorney, although a number of 
conductors and motormen employed by 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany were being questioned behind 
closed doors in the private office of 
Mr. Hager. 

According to eye-witnesses to the 
attack on the negroes, KE. G. Knight, 
motorman, and EI. ©. Ward, conduc- 
tor, in charge of the street car upon 
which the negroes were passengers 
prior to their assault, furnished the 
2% members of the mob attacking the 
negroes, with information as to the 
number and presence of the strike- 
breakers, just before the car stopped 
on Marietta at Oak street. 

Two Men Are Grilled. 

Both Knight and Ward were grill- 
el Tuesday night and Wednesday 
morning and are said to have con- 
fessed signalling the strikers. They 
are also said to have furnished in- 
formation to the district attorney rel- 
ative to the personnel of the strikers. 
G. E. West, also a trolley conductor, 
who was on. duty with Motorman 
Knight when he was summoned to 
appear before the investigators, and 
several other operatives of street cars 
on the Marietta car line, were ques- 
tioned. 

Etheridge Hopkins, the negro who 
was shot in the back as he is said to 
have been running away from the 
strikers, was in a serious condition 
at Grady hospital Wednesday and was 
not «expected to live through the 
night, according to attendants.

Moultrie Plant Will Con- 

tinue While Appeals 
Court Hears Swift & 
Company’s Case. 


Moultrie, Ga., August 23.—(Spe- 


'cial.)—Swift & Co., will go to the 


United States circuit court of appeals 
in a fight to set aside the federal 
trade commission's order which di- 
rected them to dispose of their in- 
terests in the packing house here and 
their other southern plant, which is 
located at Andalusia, Ala. 

In the meanwhile the Moultrie 

plant will continue to operate while 
the case is pending in court, H. Me- 
Dowell, manager, stated: tonight. 
_ Publication of the trade commis- 
sion’s order in the morning papers 
created the widest interests through- 
out this section, seores of telephone 
calls being made by live stock men 
and shippers who were anxious over 
the situation. 

Those who closely followea the va- 
rious steps in the trade commission's 
investigation of the purchase of the 
plant here stated that the order di- 
recting Swift & Co. to divest itself 
of its interest in it was based solely 
on a technical violation of the Clayton 
act, and feel certain that the high 
court will refuse to sustain the com- 
mission. 

While it is a violation of the Clay- 
ton act for one corporation to buy 
stock in another with the result of 
lessening competition, a corporation 
may acquire or possess another cor- 
poration engaged in the same business 
by takisg a bill of sale for’ the 
physical property. 

In the purchase of the old Moul- 
trie Packing company the Swift com- 
pany made the technical error of ac- 
quiring the stock instead of buying 
the property under a bill of sale. 

One of the hearings held in connec- 
tion with the investigation made by 
the trade commission was staged in 
Moultrie and many witnesses were 
questioned with a view of determining 
whether or not the sale of the plant 
to Swift & Co., served to lessen 
competition in the buying of live 
stock. All of those examined insist- 
ed that instead of it making Moultrie 
a poorer market, the sale of the plant 
actually increased competition. 


TECH STUDENTS VISIT

MONEY FOR SHOAL 
JP-T0 HARDING 


Washington, August 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Secretary Weeks 
has asked President Harding to de- 
cide whether the unexpended balance 
of an old gg song by congress 
now totalling about $900,000 shall 
be made immediately available to 
army engineers for expenditure on 
the Wilson dam at Muscle Shoals, 
Alabama. ° 

Favorable decision by the prsident, 
it was said today, would allow engi 
neers to conduct operations at Mus- 
cle Shoals on a much larger scaie 
than is possible prior to October 1, 
when the $7,500,000 appropriation re- 
‘ently authorized by congress be- 
comes available. 

Discovery that about $1,500,000 
still remained as the unexpended bai- 
ance of an appropriation- authorized 
during the Wilson administration for 
ordnance experiments and other 
phases of development at Muscle 
Shoals, was made recently by Colo- 
nel William Barden, army engineer 
in charge of the Muscle Shoals dis- 
trict. He therefore forwarded a rec- 
ommendation to Washington that the 
money be used to supplement the 
funds being used for work on the cof- 
fer dams in the Yennessee river as 
the low water season there presents 
favorable conditions now. 

Investigation of Colonel Barden’s 
report by war department officials 
revealed that $500,000 of the $1,- 
400,000 recently. had been alloted by 
direction of President Harding to the 
department of agriculture for certain 
experimental work. : 

Officials explained that inasmuch 
as the law placed the money at the 
disposal of the president, it could 
only be diverted by his order to oth- 
er usage. For that reason, it was 
explained, Secretary Weeks found it 
necessary to ask President Harding's 
permission before complying with the 
recommendations of Colonel Barden. 

Army engineers at Muscle Shoals 
now are operating under the unex- 
pended balance of another approprre 
tion totalling only about $230,000. 
This sum, it was said, would not 
permit operations to be carried on as 
extensively as desired by engineers 
who want to make the most of the 
dry weather season this summer. With 
the increase of that sum by $900,000,

Summary of Weather and Cro 
in the Cotton Belt for the eek Ending 
August 22, 1922. 

Washington, D. C., August 23, 1922.— 
Cool, cloudy, showery Weather prevailed in 
the more eastern cotton states, but it was 
unusually hot and drv in most sections west 
of the Mississippi river. Conditions wwrre 
generally unfavorable for cotton. Cotton de- 
teriorated in Oklahoma, where bolis opened 
prematurely and there was much shedding. 
Slowers, mostly light, ocenrred at. about 
half of the reporting stations in Texas 
and early cotton generally made but poor 
progress, although good growth was made 
in a few localities, while the late crop 
deteriorated. Progress was satisfactory or 
about normal fin a few southern counties in 
Arkansas, but the crop deteriorated in most 
sections. Weather conditions were mostly 
unsatisfactory in Tennessee, Mississippi and 
northern Alabama, while cool, cloudy, damp 
weather caused continued deterioration in 
Georgia, where bolls are shedding and rot- 
ting and weeril damage is serious. Plant 
growth and condition of cotton are good 
in South Carolina, while @rogress varied 
from poor to about normal in North Caro- 
lina.— Marvin.

Syropsis of Weather and Crop Conditions in 
Georgia for the Week Ending Tuesday, 
August 22, 1922. 

Atlanta, Ga., August 23, 1922.—Almost 
fall-like weather. with cool nights, frequent 
though mostly light showers, and much 
cloudiness was unfavorable for the develop- 
ment of crops. It was a little warmer and 
drier toward the close of the week, but at 
the end the weather again turned decidedly 
cool] Cotton continued to deteriorate in 
most sections; there is much. complaint of 
bolls shedding and of lower bolls rotting, 
and the weevil is still doing: serious dam- 
age to the crop. In many counties plants 
have ceased to bloom, Ticking and ginning 
continue, Cotton is beginning to open in 
the northern § division. Tobaceo has all 
been harvested. Gathering early corn is 
progressing in the south: late corn has 
improved, except that dry weather has 
injured it in northwestern Georgia: fodder 
is being pulled. There has been but littie 
opportunity to cut hay, though pastures 
eontinne good. Planting fall white potatoes 
has been finished, and a large crop was 
planted. The harvesting of sweet potatoes 
has begun. Peanuts, cane, rice, apples, 
grapes and fall gardens, especially turnips 
and cabbages, are fair to good,

That Howard M. Brown, who was 
picked up unconscious near the Sec- 
ond Street crossing of the Central of 
Georgia railroad last Sunday morn- 
ing and who died Jater of a fractured 
skall, was murdered for his money, 
is the belief of the Bibb county Sher- 
iff's force, who have been working on 
the case and who have three persons 
in jail and are Jcoking for a fourth 
person who may shed some light on 
t*> case. 

Callie Waller and Lottie Flowers, 
two women, have been in jail for two 
days and today J. H. Waller, hus- 
band of one of the women, was taken 
in custody. : 

It was Waller who obtained the 
writ of habeas itt in an effort to 
secure the release of the two women. 
He also is alleged to have attempted 
to communicate with the women and 
advise them what to say and what 
not to say. 

No one is being permitted to talk 
with the women. They are held in 
separate cells and have told conflict- 
ine stories about, what happened last 
Saturday night And early Sunday 
morning. Depvrfties today stated they 
are weaving a chain of evidence that 
as soon as completed will clear up 
the mystery. It is the contention of 
the sheriff's men that Brown was 
knocked in the head and robbed of 
considerable money he is known to 
have had on his person Saturday 
night just before he left home. saying 
he was to break off with the Flowers 
woman. 

After being struck on the head, 
it is the belief of the officers, Brown 
was thrown upon a pile of steel rails 
along the railroad right of way, the 
imprint of the rails being found on 
his spine. 3

Beck Died ‘‘in' Line 
Of Service’ Says 
Report of Board 


Washington, August %o.—Secre 
tary Weeks made public today the 
findings of a special army board hold- 
ing that Lieytenant-Colonel Paul W. 
Beck, army air sérvice, shot by for- 
mer Judge Jean Day in the latter’s 
Oklahoma City residence last April, 
met his death “in line of duty.” The 
secretary announced that a copy of 
the board's report would be furnished 
the attorney-general of Oklahoma. 

As approved by the war secretary 
the board’s findings held that Colonel 
Beck “was not at the time of his 
death on leave,” but in Oklahoma 
City on an authorized routine cross 
country flight and that his death 
“was not due to his own wilful mis- 
conduct.” - 

The findings of the board follows: 

“That Lieutenant-Colonel Paul W. 
Beck. A. S., died at 411 West Nine- 
teenth street, Oklahoma City, Okla., 
between the hours of 2 and 3 o’clock 
a. m., April 4, 1922, from a gunshot 
wound in the head. 

“That Lieutenant-Colonel Paul W. 
Beck, A. S., was not at the time of 
his death on leave status but in Okla- 
homa City on an authorized routine 
cross-country flight. undertaken | in 
accordance with the training require- 
ments of the air service and duly 
authorized by himself in his capacity 
as commanding officer, Post field. 
That he met his death in the ‘home 
one Jean P. Day. at the time and 
date specified, as the r.sult of a gun- 
shot wound in the head, inflicted by 
a revolver held in the hands of the 
said Jean P. Day. 

“That the death of Lientenant-Col- 
onel Paul W. Beck, A. §S., occurred 
i. the line of duty. 

“That the death of Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Paul W. Beck was not due to 
his own wilful misconduct.”
